The Applicant hereby respectfully traverses the restriction requirement set forth in the 
Office Action dated January 29, 2007. 

The Applicant thanks Examiner Bockelman for the courtesy of a telephonic interview with 
the Applicant's representative, Sanford T. Colb (Reg. No. 26,856), held on February 28, 2007. 
During the interview, Mr. Colb respectfully suggested that the restriction requirement should be 
withdrawn. All of the newly independent claims in the present application were previously 
presented as dependent claims. All of these dependent claims were examined and found to be 
allowable in the office action dated July 6, 2006, if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. These newly independent claims are 
identical to the allowable dependent claims, other than the addition of the limitations of the hase 
claim and any intervening claims. Thus no further examination of any of the claims in the present 
application is necessary. 
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During the interview, the Examiner indicated that he would favorability consider a traversal 
of the restriction requirement, if submitted in a written response. 

Dependent claims 81-118 were previously added in the Applicant's response filed October 2, 
2006. These claims respectively recite all of the features of one or more dependent claims as 
originally filed, as shown in the following table. Because these dependent claims are of narrower 
scope than the allowable claims from which they depend, these claims are in a condition for 
allowance, and require no further examination.
